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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is the American Numismatic Society’s semiannual sur¬ 
vey of current publications in or related to numismatics with abstracts of their 
contents. 

Although the international board of contributing editors has been the back¬ 
bone of this publication since 1967 and continues to be the most important source 
of material for NL, advances in technology, and particularly the internet, now 
make it possible for abstract authors to send electronic submissions directly to 
the International Editor by writing to numlit@hotmail.com. It is hoped that by 
expanding the number of people with direct involvement in NL that the compre¬ 
hensiveness and utility of the journal will also expand. 

The present volume was entirely produced from the XML files used to create 
the constantly growing online version of NL, which can be found on at 
www.amnumsoc.org/numlit. This online version is frequently updated with new 
entries, allowing the user to see what will be included in the next print volume 
and what is still lacking. It is hoped that users will help to fill in gaps by send¬ 
ing abstracts. 

The format of this volume is very similar to that of previous issues, with the 
exception that the more detailed typological, cultural and geographical arrange¬ 
ment of material used by the online version of NL has been adopted. Thus, for 
example, the ancient Greek section has now been subdivided into Archaic, 
Classical and Hellenistic. For ease of use, bibliographical entries which fall into 
multiple categories now appear in each of the appropriate categories, although 
abstracts are only printed with the first appearence of the entry. Subsequent 
entries direct the reader to the abstract. 

An index of authors is published at the back of each print issue. The hoard 
and archaeological finds lists are separate lists of abstracts in which reference is 
made to coin hoards and excavated coins, respectively. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are always welcome and may 
be addressed to the International Editor. We thank all those who have contributed 
to NL in the past and hope that interest and participation will continue to grow.

GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 

Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliograph¬ 
ical information and the abstract. 

Bibliographical Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alpha¬ 
bet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or 
Spanish, the original title should be followed by a translation into one of these 
languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also 
be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift 
or proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 
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3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specif¬ 
ic information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, 
and the title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographical information 
alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 

The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a reviewin that an abstract does not 
offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from 50 to 200 words in length, depending on the 
importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language 
most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. 
They maymay be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish. All 
abstracts must include the full name of the abstractor. 

Submissions 

Material may be sent to the International Editor by e-mail (preferred), in printed 
form or on diskette. Contributors wishing to use the latter form should submit 
an IBM-readable diskette containing files in one of the following formats:

This is a study of the 914 coins and medallets found in the river Scheldt 
near Antwerp (Belgium). A concise catalogue is given at the end of the paper. 
The find contained also a Celtic Avaucia bronze coin, a Greek bronze coin from 
Pydna, a sceatta and a Carolingian denarius.

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Seleucid Coins of Bactria (SCB) presents a detailed study of the Seleucid 
coinages struck in Bactria from their inception until the loss of the province to 
the Diodotids. The recently discovered Bactrian city of AY Khanoum is shown to 
be the principal mint of the Seleucids in this period, and the source of the exten¬ 
sive series of precious metal coins attributed by Newell to Bactra. A series of 
Seleucid coins previously attributed to the reign of Seleucus I at Susa is shown 
to have its origin at a mint in Bactria of uncertain location, possibly at Bactra. 
This mint began operating c. 290 BC, but coinage production was transfered to 
AY Khanoum a few years later, toward the end of the reign of Seleucus I, when 
coins were issued with the dual names of Seleucus and Antiochus I and bearing 
the characteristic delta-circle control of AY Khanoum. This control signature was 
also found stamped on baked bricks discovered in the French excavations of AY 
Khanoum. The powerful evidence of the bricks is supported in SCB by the analy¬ 
sis of a substantial number of Seleucid bronze coins found in the excavations. 
Nearly all of these bronzes were of types previously unknown, but appearing in 
quantity in the excavations. Some of these bronzes carried the characteristic 
delta-circle monogram of AY Khanoum, while all shared common technical char¬ 
acteristics and progressive die-axis conventions indicating a common origin at 
the local mint. This was likely anyway based on their nearly exclusive prove¬ 
nances at AY Khanoum. The precious metal coins with the delta-circle monogram 
must thus also originate at AY Khanoum, based on their ties to the local bronze 
issues by the common monogram, as well as by the direct evidence of the mono¬ 
gram on the bricks. SCB also publishes some new AY Khanoum bronzes, of types 
not known from the excavations but attributable there based on the monogram 
and other technical features. Certain anepigraphic bronzes found in the excava¬ 
tions and believed by the excavators to be pre- or early Seleucid are shown like¬ 
ly to belong to the reign of Antiochus I, removing circumstantial evidence for a 
fourth century foundation date for AY Khanoum. A possible link between the 
Seleucid and subsequent royal Bactrian coins of AY Khanoum is discussed. 
Unusual legend conventions are shown to tie a number of uncertain Alexander- 
type silver coins to possible mints in Bactria. Finally, a group of "horsehead" pre¬ 
cious metal coins attributed by Newell to "Carrhae" is reattributed to a mint in 
Bactria, in the region of AY Khanoum.

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The Early Seleucid Mint of Susa records many new coin varieties of 
Seleucus I from Susa. The new material, supplemented by recent reattributions, 
requires a reassessment and reorganization of Seleucus 1 Susian coinages. Die 
studies of the tetradrachm issues, analysis of the sequence of controls, and cer¬ 
tain anchoring dates have established a new chronology for these coinages. The 
issues are divided into six periods, spanning the years from 311 to 281 B.C. The 
study has revealed a dramatic increase in the production rate of the trophy coins 
of Susa in the years before the battle of Ipsus (301 B.C.), prompting an exami¬ 
nation of the relationship of the Susa coinages to those of the other Seleucid 
mints operating in the late fourth century. It proposes a new interpretation of the 
purpose of the trophy coinage, related to affairs in Persis, and has in fact identi¬ 
fied and dated a native revolt in that province c. 295 B.C. Analysis of the evi¬ 
dence from numerous early third century coin hoards has led to a redating of 
many of these hoards, and a revised picture of the circulation pattern of Seleucid 
coinages around the turn of the third century. A new date derived for the com¬ 
mencement of the Susian elephant biga coins has provoked reassessment of the 
transition of minting operations from Babylon to Seleucia ad Tigrim. The pres¬ 
ent study proposes a new chronology for Seleucia and identifies a third century 
coinage of Babylon. Patterns of change in the coinage at the eastern mints dur¬ 
ing the co-regency of Antiochus with Seleucus have been coordinated with the 
proposed movements and activities of Antiochus in this period. A new theory is 
presented for the factors leading to his elevation. Support is presented for the 
likely attribution to Susa of two important bronze issues, Medusa/bull and 
Alexander in elephant-skin headdress. The Early Seleucid Mint of Susa records 
Aramaic inscriptions, as graffiti on trophy coins, and in the form of die-cut let¬ 
ters on tetradrachms. An unusual new Susian tetradrachm with an Aramaic 
control component supports a theory of the employment of natives in the 
Seleucid administration at Susa. The study publishes a small but important mixed 
hoard of Seleucid trophy coins and early Persid issues, discussing these against 
the revised chronology of the Susa mint and the beginnings of the Persid coinage.

A previous work, Seleucid Coins of Bactria, reassessed the locations of the 
mints and the sequences of coinage issues of the Seleucids in their eastern-most 
province, and based on the coins found in the archeological excavations at the 
recently discovered city of A'i Khanoum, identified the importance of that city as 
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the principal mint of the Seleucids in Bactria in the third century BC. It was also 
suggested that Ai Khanoum continued to function as a mint for the Diodotids, 
who seceded from the Seleucid Empire, establishing an independent Greek king¬ 
dom in Bactria in the post-Seleucid period. Now a number of new coins have 
appeared which have provided evidence allowing for the exploration and deci¬ 
pherment of the structure of the coinages in Bactria to the end of the third cen¬ 
tury BC. In addition, a recent study has established a model for the sequences of 
the gold and silver coinages of the Diodotid era. This has provided clues leading 
to new attributions for the bronze coinages in that period, and a template for car¬ 
rying the mint attributions into the succeeding reign of the king Euthydemus. 
Another form of evidence now available comes from the recent publications of 
scholars from the former Soviet Union of the excavation finds from many new 
archeological sites in Central Asia. This has made possible the development in 
this study of a clearer picture of the circulation and diffusion patterns of bronze 
coins from the Bactrian mints of the third century, providing an important new 
tool for mint identification. The results of these analyses have led to new attribu¬ 
tions and chronologies for the third century coinages of post-Seleucid Bactria. 
The locations and functions of the bronze mints have been established, including 
a full determination of the role of Ai Khanoum. A complete and rational model 
of the coinages of Euthydemus has been constructed, with mint attributions, 
new chronologies, and a correlation with contemporary historical events. 
The use of master portrait models for the precious metal coinages of this king has 
been established. Continuities and breaks in the coinage systems associated with 
the transitions between the three Bactrian dynasties of the third century have 
been explored. The use by Euthydemus of magistrates and die-cutters from the 
Diodotid period has been demonstrated, even some from the time of Diodotus I. 
A new discovery of coinage of Antiochus III in Bactria from his invasion near 
the end of the third century has been factored into the analysis of the coinages of 
Euthydemus, providing crucial evidence for the locations of the mints of that 
king. Using all of these discoveries, a detailed and comprehensive overview of 
the development and history of the coinages of the entire third century in Bactria 
has been articulated.

The paper discusses the impact of Macedonia on the monetary policy of 
Hellenistic Athens in the third century B.C. in the light of Macedonian coins 
(mainly bronze) discovered in the Athenian excavations, and to some extent in 
Attic territory generally. A detailed statistical investigation of the coin finds is 
presented. The paucity of royal silver in Attica and Athens shows that the target 
area of the Macedonian coinage was somewhere else: none of the Antigonid sil¬ 
ver suggested to have been minted in Athens during the occupation of the city 
before 262/1 B.C. can, in fact, have been minted there. There is also direct evi¬ 
dence that the Macedonian authorities would have restricted local coinage in any 
case. Existing evidence shows rather that the diminishing Athenian coin volume 
minted in the third century was more the outcome of the poor economic situa¬ 
tion. Numismatic and historical evidence implies that the enormous bulk of 
Macedonian coinage that was circulated inside Athens ended up in the city indi¬ 
rectly as a result of the impact of the Macedonian garrison stationed in the area 
or in the form of an otherwise unrecorded donation of coins to the city by 
Antigonos Gonatas following the restoration of the liberty to Athens in 255 B.C.

Appiano segue le "Storie" di 
Strabone. Lo studio delle dracme di Cappadocia permette di stabilire una 
cronologia precisa degli avvenimenti. La serie di Ariarate IX, figlio di Mitridate, 
inizia nel 101 e si interrompe con il 97, perche in quellOanno il Senato aveva nom¬ 
inate re Ariobarzane. Quest'ultimo inizio ad emettere moneta nel 95, quando 
Silla lo insedio sul trono. Nel 90 per6 fu cacciato da Mitridate, che stava approf- 
ittando della guerra sociale in Italia; in quell'anno ripresero le emissioni di 
Ariarate IX e terminarono quelle di Ariobarzane, le quali riprenderanno solo 
dopo la pace di Dardano, nel 95. Ariarate emise dracme nel 90 e nell'89, ma non 
nell'88, quando Mitridate aveva in suo potere la Cappadocia: cio significa che 
essa era stata annessa al Ponto. Questo fatto determino l'intervento in forze dei 
Romani e lo scoppio della guerra. Ariarate riprese allora il suo nome originario, 
Arkathias e fu messo a capo di truppe armene, ma nell '87 le zecche di 
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Cappadocia ripresero ad emettere dracme a suo nome, probabilmente in segno 
di ribellione a Mitridate, il quale fece subito avvelenare il figlio Arkathias- 
Ariarate. Il racconto di Posidonio su Atene e il suo tiranno Atenione 6 del 
tutto inaffidabile e deriva probabilmente da resoconti di qualche soldato sillano. 
Il tiranno di Atene si chiamava Aristione, come provano le emissioni monetali, 
non Atenione. I "tiranni" di Atene erano in realta i magistrati filomitridatici. Silla 
negli anni 85-83 costrinse le cittA greche a pagare enormi somme di denaro per 
finanziare la sua guerra contro i Mariani; i banchieri romani si arricchirono con 
prestiti ad usura alle cittk e divennero, per questo, favorevoli a Silla. Lucullo 
intraprese la seconda guerra Mitridatica, causata non dalla creazione della 
provincia di Bitinia, ma dal trattato fra Mitridate e Sertorio. Il re del Ponto invase 
la Bitinia nel 73. Intanto le emissioni di Ariobarzane servirono a sostenere gli 
eserciti romani e non si interruppero che nel 64, quando il re abdicb.

Notebook style drawings (on graph paper) provide meas¬ 
urement information on letter spacing, shield detail, and a host of other valuable 
detail to attribute any coin in the series. Photo credits may facilitate correspon¬ 
dence among specialists. As a set with the Overton/Parsley guide, there is no bust 
half that can remain anonymous against the trove of information provided by 
these guides. The author states that his guide is not intended to replace the 
standard reference, A1 C. Overton, Early Half Dollar Die Varieties 1794-1836 
but to make Overton's book easier to use. The author succeeds to a remarkable 
degree, but his point that the two works function best together is also true.
